REPORT OF THE-VISITING COMMITTEE 


(Pursuant to Sect. 190 of the Lunacy Act, 1890). 


To the County Council of East Sussex. 


THE VISITING COMMITTEE have the pleasure to 
submit their Report for the past year :— 


The general health of the patients has been good, 
with the exception of a mild outbreak of scarlatina in 
June last. There has also been two cases of measles 
amongst the nurses. 


One death has occurred, necessitating an inquest on 
a male patient. The cause of death was found to be 
perforation of the bowel, caused by a gall stone. 


The temporary buildings for the accommodation of 
50 male and 50 female patients, and the necessary 
staff, have been completed and furnished. 


These buildings, with the contents, have been 
insured against fire in the Law Fire Insurance Society 
for sums amounting to £6,800. 


The additional accommodation gained by the open- 
ing of the temporary buildings will be a welcome 
relief to the main Asylum, but notwithstanding this 
the Committee, in July last, considered it advisable to 
renew for another year the contract with the City of

Exeter Asylum, and there are now at that Asylum 
30 males and 20 females belonging to the County and 


County Borough of Brighton,.at a charge of i4s. a 
week each. 


The number of male patients under contract at 
Chichester is 13, at a weekly charge of 15s. od. 


On the 8th June last the Commissioners in Lunacy 
made their annual inspection of the Asylum, and 
left a satisfactory report. Several recommendations 
made by the Commissioners, notably the provision of 
further exits from the Sanatorium, in case of fire, 
have received attention. 


The Lord Chancellor’s Visitor officially visited the 
Asylum on the r1gth June last. 


Committees of Boards of Guardians within the 
contributing areas have visited the Asylum during the 
year, and gratifying reports have been made by them. 


The inspection of the Asylum, pursuant to the 
Lunacy Act, 1890, has been made each month by 
members of the Visiting Committee, and the results 
recorded in the Visitors’ Book. 


The works undertaken in connection with the main 
building, in addition to the carrying out of ordinary 
repairs, have been the protecting of chaff-cutting 
machinery in accordance with the Chaff-cutting 
Machines (Accident) Act, 1897; the plastering of walls 
of single rooms on the female side; and the over- 
hauling and repair of the hydraulic lift, for the latter 
of which the Committee are much indebted to the 
Brighton Waterworks Committee, and to Mr. J. 
Johnston, their engineer. 
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The District Auditor, on the 3rd_ inst., completed 
his audit of the Asylum accounts for the year ended 
31st March, 1899. 


The Committee have appointed the County Surveyor 
(Mr. Fred. J. Wood) to be the Asylum Surveyor, in 
succession to Mr. Henry Card, who has retired, after 
being connected with the institution since the year 
1860, and who, during his long service, had done much 


valuable work. 


There has been no further actual change in the staff 
of officers, but in the month of June last a temporary 
Assistant Medical Officer was engaged, in consequence 
of the illness of Dr. C. E. Saunders, the Medical 
Superintendent. 


The Committee are glad to add that Dr. Saunders, 
after three months’ leave of absence, has recovered his 
health, and has returned to duty. During his absence 
the duties attaching to the office of Medical Super- 
Mmiendent were carried’ out by Dro. B.C. Walker 
(Senior Assistant Medical Officer), in a manner highly 
satisfactory to the Committee. 


The Committee have every reason to be satisfied 
with the general work of Dr. Saunders, his medical 
colleagues, and the officers generally. The conduct of 
the nurses and attendants has been of a satisfactory 
nature. 


The Committee have granted one superannuation 
allowance, viz., to Augustus Bayfield, the house carter, 
who has retired at the age of 65, after 25 years’ service. 
This forms the subject of a separate report to the 
County Council.

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The Admissions shew an actual increase of 4 Males 
and 24 Females on those of last year, when the number 
of the re-transfers from Fisherton House and Chichester 
have been deducted from the figures of 1898. 


It is, however, satisfactory to note that a larger 
number of this year’s admissions, five per cent., have 
been discharged as ‘‘ recovered” within the year, while 
the percentage of the residue remains practically the 
same, and the deaths, as will be shown further on, have 


been fewer.

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The discharges were 129: of whom 62 were males ; 
67 females. After a correction has been made for 
15 patients transferred to other Asylums, there remain 
114 to be accounted for, and these were equal to 
44 per cent. of the Admissions. 


Of the 62 males who were discharged, 35 had 
recovered, 11 were discharged to the care of friends, 
15 were transferred to other Asylums, either under 
contract, or on removal orders, and one was discharged, 
according to Statute, not improved, at the expiration of 
14 days from the time at which this patient had effected 
his escape. ; 

Of the 67 females who were discharged, 45 had 
recovered, 16 were discharged to the care of their 
friends, and 5 were transferred to other Asylums. 


Eighty-nine deaths occurred, viz.: 46 males and 43 
females. Of the total deaths 6 were due to phthisis, 
10 to bronchitis or pneumonia, 6 to heart disease, 17 
to progressive paralysis, 7 to old age, and the remaining 
43 to various forms of brain disease and other con- 
stitutional disorders. :

The total number of patients under treatment during 
the year was 1,159, and the death rate on this number 
is 7.6 per cent. living. Based on the average daily 
number resident the death rate is 9.5 per cent.—11.8 
among males, and 8.0 among females. 


Every death was, according to Statute, reported to 
the Coroner, but in only one instance was an inquest 
held. In this case, the death was due to natural 
causes, viz.: to peritonitis caused by the perforation 
of a gall-stone. 


Accidents have been for the most part of an 
unimportant character and none fatal. They have 
already been reported to the Committee, as_ they 
occurred. This is a matter for congratulation, because 
the number of suicida] cases have been very numerous, 
and at one time there were no less than four patients 
admitted with cut throats, within a few weeks of one 
another. 


There have been three escapes: one managed to 
stay out beyond fourteen days, when, according to law, 
he was discharged from the books; he was, however, 
very soon afterwards brought back on fresh certificates. 
The other two were only absent for an hour or two. 


In the first quarter of the year the number of patients 
was higher than it had ever been before: the Committee, 
therefore, availed themselves of the opportunity which 
was offered them, of renewing the contract with the 
Exeter City Asylum, and of increasing the number of 
male patients boarded-out in that institution by ten. 
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The temporary buildings, which will accommodate 
50 males and 50 females, in the two blocks, were 
commenced in October (1898). Their full occupation 
had to be deferred, owing to reasons which will be 
presently referred to. 


For many years there has been, with the exception 
of influenza, complete immunity from epidemic disease 
—this is the more remarkable when the chances for 
the conveyance of infection by visitors and others are 
considered. In June, however, there was an outbreak 
of scarlet fever, on the male side, to which it was 
exclusively confined—this resulted in 16 attacks, all of 
which had a favourable termination. The origin of 
the outbreak could not be traced, but there was a con- 
siderable epidemic in the neighbourhood at the time. 


Happily the new buildings were available for the 
reception of female patients, who were therefore trans- 
ferred from the Sanatorium, and that building was left 
free to be used by the infectious sick, and in fact to 
fulfil the purpose for which it was originally built, 
viz.: an isolation hospital. : 


With the exception of a most admirable tool shed 
and shelter, for the garden-patients, there have been no 
structural additions or alterations. Considerable work 
has been bestowed on the roadways; and planting of 


shrubs, around the new buildings, has added in no 


slight degree to the amenities of these not over sightly 
structures. 


The Male Wards I. and II. have been thoroughly 
re-decorated, and the staircases in both divisions—male 
and female—have been also cleansed and the walls 
re-coloured.

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The machinery has been protected in accordance 
with the requirements of the Chaff-cutting Machines 
(Accidents) Act, 1897, and in the laundry extra safe- 
guards have been provided to the machines in use there. 


Owing to the extreme heat of the summer, the picnics 
had to be very much confined to the Park, but these, 
and the Annual Féte in August, provided the patients 
with much healthful enjoyment. Evening entertain- 
ments were provided during the winter months. 


The Commissioners in Lunacy paid their visit of 
inspection on 8th June; their recommendation as to the 
alternative exits for the Sanatorium have been adopted 
by the Committee. 


Committees of Guardians from many of the Unions 
have paid visits to the patients chargeable to them, 
respectively. The reports which they have made as 
the result of their visits have all been of a gratifying 
and encouraging character, but one is especially flatter- 
ing, concluding as it does in these terms :— 

“All the arrangements in the Asylum are as near 
‘“‘ perfection as we can imagine.” 


During the winter months Dr. Walker gave a series 
of lectures and demonstrations to enable the Nurses 
and Attendants to qualify for the Nursing Certificate of 
the Medico-Psychological Association. These lectures 
were much appreciated, and largely attended, and so 
thorough was Dr. Walker’s instruction, that no less 
than eight Nurses and thirteen Attendants were 
successful in obtaining their certificates. The Com- 
mittee very kindly gave a set of costly Anatomical 
plates to enable these lectures to be properly illustrated. 
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Your Superintendent desires to bear testimony to 
the loyal and efficient help he has received from all 
members of the staff; his thanks are especially due to 
Dr. Walker for his valuable services during your Super- 
intendent’s enforced absence on sick leave. While 
this is a pleasurable duty such testimony is in great 
measure superfluous, as the Committee have already 
shewn their appreciation of Dr. Walker’s work, and 
have marked it by a substantial recognition. 


It is with a more than ordinary sense of obligation 
that your Superintendent desires to convey to the 
Committee his most grateful thanks for the kind and 
liberal way they have treated him during his long 
illness. 7

POMEY-Bixst ANNUAL REPORT. 


Tue Cuapiain has the honour to lay before the 
Committee his annual report :— 


The Chapel has been well filled for the services on 
Sundays and on Christmas Day and Good Friday. 
There was also a full congregation of women on Ash 
Wednesday and Ascension Day. During the outbreaks 
of scarlet fever it was considered advisable to keep 
separate the two sides of the house. The Morning 
Service, therefore, in the Chapel, was devoted entirely 
to the female patients, while a special Service in the 
afternoon was held in the dining hall for the men. 


The Holy Communion has been celebrated on the 
first Sunday in the month and on great festivals. The 
attendance of men is small, and shows no signs of 
increase, but the number of female communicants has 
steadily risen year by year. 


Daily services have been held in the dining halls 
after breakfast, and also in several of the wards. 
These services are especially valuable, as an opportunity 
to assist in them is offered to almost all the patients. 


The Choir continues to keep up its usual strength, 
as several new nurses with good voices have joined its 
ranks, and the practices have been well attended. The 
singing is entirely congregational, and the music is 
chosen so that the patients can join in the chants and 
hymns. 
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The Schools have been carried on successfully during 
the winter, classes being held on Monday and 
Wednesday evenings on the male side, and on Tuesday 
and Friday afternoons on the female side. The male 
school is the better attended. 


Weekly visits have been paid to the wards, work- 
shops, infirmaries, and sanatorium, and also to the 
new buildings since their opening for female patients. 


With so many to visit in a short time it is impossible 
to devote much time to each patient. It is pleasant, 
however, to hear from so many their appreciation of 
one’s work amongst them. 


There have been 89 deaths in the Asylum during 
the year and 46 funerals in the cemetery. 


Over 500 books have been purchased for the library. 
The books have in all cases been new and attractively 
bound, and being well-known standard works should 
supply sufficient reading of a good character to the 
wards ; 233 books have been issued to the male side 
and 235 to the female. 


In conclusion the Chaplain begs to thank the 
Committee for their courtesy towards him during 
the year.

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REPORL OF COMMISSIONERS: IN. LUNACY. 


EAs®- SUSSEX AND BRIGHTON PuNATIc ASYLUM. 


Haywarps Heath, 
Fune 8th, 1899. 


We find on the books of this Asylum 925 patients, 
396 being males and 529 females. One of the male 
patients has escaped, but the 14 days in which he 
may be retaken have not elapsed, so that his name 
remains on the books. There are boarded out 19 
patients of each sex at the Exeter Asylum, and 13 
males in the West Sussex Asylum. There are here 
3 males and 18 females chargeable to the Borough 
of Hastings and a woman to West Ham. No 
patient is at present absent on trial, but five boys, 
included in the total of male patients, are boarded 
out in the neighbourhood. Including the Sanatorium, 
where are lodged 40 women, there remain vacancies 
for 11 female patients, but there are 18 males in 
excess of the proper number. To remedy this there 
will soon be available the accommodation of the 
temporary iron building to hold 50 patients, which, 
as well as the corresponding building for females, is 
practically finished, and awaits only bedsteads and 
some other furniture to be ready for occupation. 
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These buildings have been well constructed and 
will afford while in use comfortable lodging for patients. 
It will be necessary that those to occupy these shall 
be carefully selected as trustworthy, since the sur- 
roundings of the buildings are very _ open, and 
supervision will not always be easily exercised. We 
regretted to observe that in the sanitary blocks and 
lavatories stiff gas brackets have been fixed instead 
of those. that. -yield if subjected:4o pressure, The 
buildings will be warmed by hot-water pipes and 
batteries in addition to open fires. 


Since our colleagues were here on April 14th, 1808, 
299 patients have been admitted; 124 have been 
discharged or removed, 81 having recovered, and 105 
have died. 


In*> 1$98° the-“percentage- of the -récoveries . in 
comparison with the admissions, excluding transfers, 
was 25.3; and that of the deaths upon the average 
number of patients resident was 10.5. 


The causes of the 105 deaths mentioned above 
were natural and ordinary, but were ascertained or 
verified only in 36 instances, or 34 per cent. of the 
whole, by post-mortem examination. We regret that 
so few post-mortems should be made here in com- 
parison with most other Asylums, for we attach much 
importance to the practice. No inquest has_ been 
held, and the only zymotic disease which has appeared 
since the last visit was the Influenza, which attacked 
Ig patients and 12 members of the staff. Bedsores 
were observed at death on three bodies, but only one 
patient, of the 12 men and 20 women whom we 
to-day found in bed, is so suffering, and the bedsore 
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existed at the time of the patient’s admission. The 
patients under medical treatment at present are 20 
men and 22 women. 


Neither mechanical restraint, nor seclusion, has 
been employed since the last visit. 


he epileptics now here number 123, or 13.3 per 
cent. of the total patients: the General Paralytics are 
Siore4-4 per cent. -and the: individuals deemed ‘to: be 
acuvely suicidal are’ returned as 75) or “8 per cent. 
We agree with our colleagues who visited last year 
that a staff of the strength which exists here must 
find it impossible to obey strictly the injunction of 
the cautionary parchment issued for these patients 
inat they should never be left alone. lt may be a 
question whether the feeling by attendants that this 
is so may not lead to a perfunctory discharge of the 
duty. We are, glad to learn, that the lists: of the 
suicidal are frequently considered with a view to 
revision. 


The serious but non-fatal casualties which have 
occurred since the last visit happened to four males 
and four females, and resulted in the fracture or 
dislocation of lhmbs, and they were accidental or 
occasioned by falling in epileptic fits. 


In the course of our inspection we have seen the 
patients in their wards, and many in the Dining 
Halls. We are, generally speaking, satisfied with the 
dress and personal condition of the patients of each 
sex, and they have, on the whole, been fairly contented, 
but some complaint of rough handling by Attendants 
were made by patients in Male 6 ward, occupied by 
an excited and somewhat turbulent class. 
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The dinner to-day was composed of roast meat 
with potatoes and bread and beer. 


Fifty-four per cent. of the men and 69 per cent. of 
the women are usefully employed in the usual 
occupations of Asylums: 55 per cent. of both sexes 
usually attend Chapel on Sunday, and 30 per cent. 
the associated entertainments. 81 per cent. walk 
outside. the Amisg Courts, and 41 pers cent. ‘are 
exercised beyond the Asylum estate in favourable 
weather; and about 16 per cent. are restricted, 
chiefly on account of physical weakness, to the Airing 
Courts for their exercise. 


The staff for day duty comprises 38 men and 37 
women, and provides an Attendant to 10.4 men and 
14.3 women. For night duty there are 7 men and 8 
women. Of the entire staff 25.5 per cent. count less 
than a year’s service, while 34.4 per cent. have been 
here over five years. 


With respect to the Asylum itself we are able to 
report that it is in good order. The wards are fresh 
and bright and well supplied with books and objects 
of interest, while the sleeping apartments and the 
beds and bedding are evidently well attended to, 
being very clean and sweet. We recommend a large 
extension of the plan of staining and oiling floors, 
so that they may be kept clean by dry rubbing instead 
of scrubbing, and we hope that further progress will 
be made in plastering rough internal walls. The 
Laundry is in need of more modern machinery, 
which should include a steam calendar, an ironer of 
good size, and a fan to propel air through the 
drying horses. 
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The Sanatorium, as has been pointed out before, 
we believe, is very badly furnished with exits in 
case of fire. There is, indeed, but the one central 
staircase. The defect should be somehow remedied. 


We regret to have to note that Dr. Saunders is at 
present confined to bed by illness, from which we 
wish him a speedy recovery. In his absence Dr. 
Walker, Senior Assistant Medical Officer, has accom- 
panied us, and afforded all needful information. 
There is a Second Assistant in the person of ~ Dr. 
Planck. The Medical Records are duly kept. We 
must express the opinion that with the addition of 
the 100 patients to be housed in the iron buildings 
the services of a third Assistant Medical Officer will 


be necessary.
